Q MR. CLEMENT: You acknowledge you are still under 
oath, Mr. Leger?

MR. GILL: Mr. Commissioner, you will recall that 
on Friday Mr. Leger produced certain, produced some notes 
which I understand were not original notes made at the time 
of these two interviews. He stated he would bring these not 
that he had so that counsel might examine them early this 
morning, aS was arranged and done. He has produced to couns 
a photostat copy of notes that he said, he says were made 
on the 22nd — 23rd of July 1964, but he does not have the 
originals. As I understand it, Mr. Leger, inadvertently the 
original became either lost or destroyed, is that correct? 

A I am not quite sure, I have a horrible feeling that I 
inadvertently destroyed the originals instead of the hand- 
written copies that I had made. 

MR. GILL: And the same applies to some notes 
made July 30th, 1964, you only have a photostat copy, is that 
correct? 

A That's right. 

MR. GILL: Sir, I have examined these and I don'tt 
propose to put them in evidence because of the fact that 
they are only copies. I have no further questions. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Mr. Bowen? 

MR. BOWEN: No questions, sir.

Q Mr. Leger, when Mr. Hooke was down in the basement with you 





and Mr. Hume, Mr. O*Dwyer and Mr. Grundberg were upstairs 
in the kitchen? 


A That is correct. 





Q Was there any way in which, that those two men up in the 
kitchen could hear what was said down in the basement? 

A I don’t think so, but it is possible. 

Q How is it possible? 

A Well, off the kitchen, right off the kitchen is the stair- 
case down to the basement, and then the office where we were 
in is just off the bottom of the stairs. I had never checke 
to see how loud you would have to speak down there before it 


could be heard upstairs, or if somebody came down the stairs,

Q You get to the bottom of your stairs, which way do you turn 
to your office? 

A Turn to the right. 


Q Is there a door on that office?

went on in the basement? 

I don't think so, sir. 

Now, you telephoned Mr. Hooke at his home first?

Q Well, Mr. Hume said that he did hide his car and you tell us 
that the question of hiding the car did come up? 

A Yes, I remember something about that. 

Q And what kind of an automobile did Mr. Hume, or, pardon, did 
Mr. O'Dwyer have, do you know? 

A IT am not sure, I don’t know whether I knew or not. 

Q I would take it it had no distinguishing features with 


respect to it? 











A I don't remember at all, I don’t know whether; I think at 
that time, I think I recollect that he was driving an older 
model Cadillac, but I'm not clear on that point at all. 

Q There are lots of those kind of cars around or were at that 
time?

Q Now, the position is this then that Mr. Hooke came in the 


front door of your living quarters, I take it? 








A No, he came in the office door. 

Q The office door? 

A Yes. 

Q And I suppose that leads through another door into your 
living quarters? 

A That is correct. 

Q And he did not see the people who were in the kitchen? 


A No he did not.

Now, once the interview with Mr. Hume got started, it became 
apparent that what. Mr. Hume was talking about was this 
staying in the Regent Towers Apartment Block or apartment 
house out in Victoria, is this correct?

And this was the event which you had -- which turned out to 
be the event that you had told Mr. Hooke was a case of 
bribery and -eorruption, is this correct? 

That is right. 

And when Mr. Hume started talking to Mr. Hooke about this 
and it was disclosed that it was the stay in the apartment 
or the apartment block, it at once became clear that Mr.

Q So that when he is told that there is a story coming up 
abeut him, he is at once put under some degree of pressure, 


isn't he? This is natural?

Q Quite, so that blackmail was at once in his mind? 

A That is right. 

Q And in addition to this, you had told him that there were 
these men upstairs? 

A I told him who was upstairs, yes. 

Q Now, your kitchen leads off the living room, doesn't it? 


A Well, there is a short hallway and then the kitchen 
entrance. 

Q And then just by the kitchen entrance you tell us there is 
the stair well going down to the basement? 

A That is right. 


Q And you and Mr. Hooke were talking to each other as you went 





through the living room and downstairs? 





A Yes. 

Q So that the men in the kitchen would know Mr. Hooke was in 
the building? 

A I think that they probably knew, yes. 

Q So that your assurance, as you have told us, that if he 
wanted to go away, you would keep it in confidence and, as 


far as you were concerned he had never been there was a

Q (cont. ) rather futile assurance, wasn't it? 

A Well, putting it in the context at that time, I wanted Mr. 
Hooke to feel that he could leave and that he would have 
my blessing. 

Q Well the point is that the other men knew he was there, didn'* 
they so that you are not able to assure him in this fashion? 

A Well, I don't know whether or not at that time I actually 
gave it much thought that they would know that he was there. 
I think they must have known he was there. 

Q Certainly and, Mr. Hooke having been told by you that those 


men were upstairs would also know that they knew he was 


there? 

A I think he probably must have known, I am not sure on that 
point. 

Q So as I say, the assurance that he could leave is nothing 


that would pacify his mind with respect to what was 
forthcoming, that would be correct? 

A Well I think that that is probably right. 

Q Yes and, in the interview with Mr. Hume there were certain 
things said and I wonder if you could assist me with 


respect -- and I am referring to a Memorandum that Mr. Hume 





made of these matters and which was produced by the Journal. 
Do you recall Mr. Hooke at one stage saying to him ‘tAre you 
trying to get me kicked out???

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Q Mr. Leger, we have in the courtroom today Mr. Ernie Chillack 
Is he by any chance representing you here today? 

A No. 

Q He is not your lawyer? You have no lawyer here today? 
Now, who brought you the evidence for you to look over? 

A Dr. Dent. 

Q Dr. Dent, and of course you don't know where he got the 
evidence from? 

A No, I don’t. 

Q And where did you read the evidence? 

MR. GILL: You mean evidence or transcript? 

MR. MAYNARD: I’m sorry --- the transcript? 

A I don'tt know where he -- 

Q You don't know where he got the transcript from? 

A He didn't tell me. 

Q And where did you read the transcript?

Q This is four or five days ago, Mr. Dent, and you don't 
remember if anyone else was there --- I'm sorry -- Mr. Leger? 

A No, I don't remember. 

0) And yet you purport to remember something that happened 
five years ago? 

MR. GILL: Three. 

Q MR. MAYNARD: Three years ago. 

A I remember the important parts three years ago quite clearly. 
Any details, of course, are vague, but if there was somebody 
there --- it could have been any number of people, and I 
don’t have any recollection of anyone being there. 

Q Oh; there were too many people there for you to know who 
was there? 

A No, no, I didn't say that. 

Well, you --. 

A I mean, people are coming and going through my office all 
the time -- I mean, the office of the motel, and the 
living room is just off the office, and I would have no --- 
I don't remember -- I couldn't tell you whether or not 
there was anyone there or not. 

Q You could not tell us,then, if you discussed this evidence 
with anyone else besides Dr. Dent that night, this 
transcript? 

A I didn’t discuss it with anyone. 

Q Mr. Leger, did you also have an opportunity of seeing before 





you appeared here the notes that had been prepared by Mr.Hume

A No. 

Q You have no knowledge of these notes? 

A I had no knowledge of them at all. 

Q You did not have a copy? 

A No sir, 

Q You did not read them?

A No sir. 

Q When did you last meet Mr. O'Dwyer? 

A Three months ago, I guess -- two months ago. 

Q And on this occasion did you discuss the inquiry with him? 

A No, no, he stopped in and he was on his way back to 
Vancouver, I believe, and he merely stopped in and asked me 
if I had a document on some company that he had given me 
previously and which he wanted back. I don't think the 
inquiry was discussed. 

Q Was the subject matter of the inquiry discussed? 

A No, I don't think so, no. 

Q Was the meeting of July 30th, 1964, discussed, on this 
occasion? 

A No. 

Q When did you last meet Morley Grundberg? 

A Two years ago. 

Q Two years ago? 

A Possibly -- the last time I saw him was in James Richardson's 
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(Cont.) when I was in in there on some business. 
You told us that you had met Mr. Grundberg before he came 

to your place on July 30th of '64. 

I don't know whether I had met him, but I knew who he was, 
and I think I'd met him, yes, yes, I had, I had,I had met 
him, yes. 

How long before had you met him? 

Oh, I had met him from time to time at various functions 

at which I was -- and Mr. Grundberg was there -- I cantt tie 
the date down.

And as such you were a man in the public eye and undoubtedly 
he would have met you several times? 

Yes. 

Seeking information? 

T don't recollect Mr. Grundberg ever seeking any information. 
He would not discuss with you matters of public interest 

of the date in which you were interested? 

He may have, but I don’t remember. 

You can't recall anything? 

No. 

And you never gave Mr. Grundberg an interview specifically 
at’ any time? 

Ttetedid*1- don't remember’. 


Now, what about Mr. Locke? Did you know Mr. Locke? 


Yes. 
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How long have you known Mr. Locke? 

Oh, I think I knew Mr. Locke about -- possibly a few months 
before this -- '63, probably, or '64 -- I'm not sure. 

A few months before this incident took place? 

Before this incident. 

Well, the incident took place on July 30th, 1964, so if it's 
only a few months before that it would be 64 that you met 
Mr. Locke?

Mr. Leger, would you like to reconsider that and possibly 
think back to 1963?

I didn't say that Mr. Grundberg was seeking information in 
the same manner that Mr. Locke was. 

Well, I didn’t discuss the manner, but both were seeking 
information? 

I don't recollect Mr. Grundberg ever seeking information

And your association with Mr. O'Dwyer kept on on a quite 
friendly basis through the years? 

Well, we have never been personal social friends, or personal 
friends toany great degree.

Anderson on the grounds that he had received payment from 
the City of Edmonton of a certain sum of money or it may 
have been one of his companies. At the same time Mr. Leger, 
an Alderman of the City of Edmonton was attempting to 
collect from the City of Edmonton a sum of money owing to 
him from the City in the same circumstances. As a regilt of 
this, Mr. MacDonald the City Solicitor and this is not in 
yet but the evidence is available, wrote a letter to Mr. 
Hooke suggesting that there should be an amendment to the 
City Act to protect Mr. Hawrelak and Mr. Leger in

For some strange reason, if they owed me money they didn't 
send me money at the time other people were sent their 
cheques, which I didn’t press because I didn't have any money 
owing to me.

provide curb cuts, you were also to receive $600.00? 

Subsequently to that letter, 
subsequent to that letter I discussed this with the 
Engineering Department -- or maybe Mr. Warner -- I forget 
now -- to the fact that if they were going to charge me for 
this sort --- so I said, "Cancel out the $600.00."

I am quite prepared, and I hope that 
everyone believes this, to put my credibility to the test, 
but I would like to be, to feel, and I think I do feel this, 
that you, sir, and counsel endeavour to see that my rights 
as a witness are protected. 

THE COMMISSTONER: Well, certainly - 


A Otherwise, and I ask your guidance here, is it necessary 





that I should require counsel? I am quite prepared to 
continue. Ido not have a knowledge of law that lawyers 
have, and I am surrounded by lawyers here, and I have to 
have a friend in court and I depend on you, sir. 

THE COMMISSTONER: Well, you are certainly entitled, 
well, Mr. Clement, have you anything to say? 

MR. CLEMENT: I was going to observe, sir, that 
Mr. Maynard has indeed been conducting a very searching 


cross-examination, largely on the question of credibility, 





in the latter stages at least; and that is always a difficult 
area where no line might properly be drawn. 


THE COMMISSTONER: The point is, Mr. Leger, that in this 





Inquiry we have allowed perhaps considerably more latitude

law because it is an Inquiry and it is not a trial, so that 
we can allow greater latitude; and I certainly don't propose 
to have matters not relevant to this Inquiry explored, 
personal matters, On the other hand, when it comes to a 
matter of credibility in cross-examination, counsel has 
pretty wide, pretty wide scope. Now, I don?t know, you will 
have to proceed on the basis, I certainly will take note of 
what you have said, and if at any time I Le@l, COM leat, 
other counsel feels that we are going too far afield, 
Corvaiuty 2. feel it Twill stop tt} and If any other 
counsel feels that they are certainly at liberty to make 
known this objection, 

Mr. Wright? 

MR. WRIGHT: My Lord, if I may make a suggestion. 
So far as any information that I have goes, this witness 
is in the fortunate position of having nothing that he needs 
to conceal or cover up, but in case at any time in the 
future a charge may be brought against him that he was party 
to a frame-up or something like this, I am just guessing, 
of course, there has been this suggestion, it might be 
a considerate thing to do to afford him the protection of 
The Canada and The Alberta Evidence Acts to apply to all of 
his evidence, and then he can go on in perfect confidence 
that, assuming he speaks the truth, of course, which I am 
sure he does, then he need not fear that anything he says 
will itself be used against him at any time in the future;

MR. WRIGHT: (Cont.) and I say that, I want to make it clear that 
this is purely an idea I have just had this minute, and so 
far as I know the witness has absolutely nothing that he 
needs to cover up, but it might set his mind at ease. 

THE COMMISSIONER: This protection afforded by the 
evidence, of The Canada Evidence Act, is a matter of 
statutory right conferred by law and it is not up to me to 
confer it or not. I just recognize it because it is 
conferred by law, and all Mr. Leger has to do is indicate 
that he wants to have whatever protection is afforded by 
The Canada and Alberta Evidence Act, and certainly that will 
be recorded and he will have whatever protection is afforded 
by either one of those Acts.

BOWEN: Mr. Commissioner, might I suggest that, 
the questions that have gone by are on the record now, but 
perhaps Mr. Leger would be accorded the privilege of 
consulting a lawyer and if it is his desire to appear again 
to be questioned by whatever counsel he picks out, if he 
desires to, that I think this would be fair to all concerned, 
particularly to Mr. Leger. 


THE COMMISSIONER: I think that is a fair and sensible 





suggestion, you can take that under consideration, Mr. Leger, 
and we will proceed with the examination. If you wish to 
submit your transcript and get legal advice on it, certainly 


you will be afforded that, every opportunity if you wish to

Q So that everything that was contained in the first document 
would certainly be contained in the second document? 

A Not necessarily. 

Q Not necessarily. It was a longer document? 

A Well, I wrote it at that time for my own information more 
than anything else. 

Q And these two original documents that you wrote out on July 
30th, 1964 are now missing? 

A Yes, I cantt find them. 

Q And yet the thing that puzzles me Mr. Leger is this. There 
were two documents written on July 30th, 1964. There was 
one document written on July 31st, 1967. Out of the two 
documents that were written on July 30th, 1964 you have 
only produced one or a photostat of one? 

MR. GILL: That is not correct Mr. Commissioner. 
I spoke to your Commission earlier and there are these three, 
I think Mr. Bowen has one. Now you have all three. 

MR. MAYNARD: Oh I am sorry I hadn't been handed

Mr. Leger, I withdraw my question having seen 
the second document I have got the explanation I require. 
Thank you Mr, Gill. 

MR. MAYNARD: Are you in the habit of making notes 
of these various meetings you hold? 

No. Except rather unusual ones. 

And you thought that these two meetings you had with Mr. 
Hooke at your home were sufficiently unusual to justify maki 
notes? 

Extremely unusual. 
But the two meetings you had at Mr. Hooke's office were not 
sufficiently unusual to justify your making notes? 
Oh, there is a vast difference. 

A vast difference and, do you make notes of telephone calls? 
Sometimes I do. 
Have you ever made notes of any telephone calls to Mr. Hooke? 


Well, other than the time I called on the 30th I don'tt think

A (cont. ) I have talked to Mr. Hooke, only one other telepho 
call before that or, maybe I did, I dontt remember. Maybe 
I talked to him about something to do with the City or 
business or something, I forget now but I didntt make any 
notes of it.

had with any other Cabinet Minister? 





A No. 

Q You haven't? 

MR. GILL: He is shaking his head Mr. Reporter. 
A No, no -- 

Q MR. MAYNARD: The answer is no? 

A No, I am sorry. 

Q Now Mr. Leger, I would like to go through a few statements 


of your evidence for the purpose of clarification of the 


record, You told us this morning, you told Mr. Steer this 





morning that you had told Mr. Hooke on the phone that there 
were some gentlemen at your house on this occasion of July 


30th 1964? 





A I don't. think -- I am not clear whether I told him or not. 


I dontt know whether I did or not. 





Q Well, you told Mr. Steer this morning? 
A L think I told Mr. Steer that I wasn't clear, I couldn't 
really remember whether I -- I have a feeling that I did tell 


Mr. Hooke but I wouldn't want to put myself down on record 





that I did. 


Q Well, you are not sure whether you told Mr. Hooke whether 
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(cont. ) there was anybody there or nd? 

That's right. 

Now, when Mr. Hooke reached your place, how long a 
conversation did you have with him before Mr. Hume came down? 
Well, I don't know the precise time, of course, but long 
enough so that I told him who was upstairs and I told him 
what the substance ~-- not the substance, but Mr. Hume stated 
he had a case of bribery. I told -- I don't think more than 
two minutes. 

Two minutes? 

I don't know. How can you time two or three minutes. 

Well, could it have been ten minutes Mr. Leger? 

No I don't think so. 

Well, by the time you got through discussing with Mr. Hooke 
the fact that Mr. Hume was making allegations of bribery 
against him, you discussed with Mr. Hooke the question of 
whether he should see Mr. Hume? Did you not? 

He asked me if I thought he should. 

And did you discuss with him whether he should see him alone 
or with somebody else? Did you not? 

Well I think he asked me or, expressed an opinion he shouldnt 
see Tom O'Dwyer and I agreed he shouldn't. I dontt think the 
conversation would take longer than five minutes at the out-— 
set. 


And you discussed the question of blackmail, whether this was 





an attempt at blackmail, did you not?

A Well Mr. Hooke asked me if I thought there was a danger of 
blackmail. 
Q So surely all this conversation must have taken more than

Now, when you suggested to Mr. Hooke that he should see only 
Mr. Hume, that he should see Mr. Hume alone, why did you 
make that suggestion to Mr. Hooke? 

A Well number one, I don't think that Mr. Grundberg had taken 
any part in it and certainly wasn't the one that was going 
to make the accusation and therefore, in my mind, there was 
really no need for Mr. Grundberg to be there. 

Secondly and, this may sound strange but it happens to 
be true, I was not trying to set a trap for Mr. Hooke at 
that point. The fact is I was endeavouring to be extremely 
careful that Mr. Hooke was not trapped and I was accepting 
the three people upstairs at face value and relatively good 
faith and I took it at face value that Mr. Hume had this 
accusation to make and really this was the only thing of 


interest to him.

You have had considerable experience with newspaper 


reporters and T.V. reporters, Mr. Leger? 

I have had some experience with them. 

Yes, and you know how important a scoop is? 

Yes, I think that I recognize this is important to them. 

And on this occasion you had present a reporter whom you 

had never met before and another one, Mr. Grundberg, whom 
you had met before, and you were quite prepared to let Mr. 
Hume, whom you did not know, get this scoop as against Mr.

I had 
also had reports that the Mounted Police were in attendance 
at Mr. Hooke’s house, and I suppose it --- I also was -- 
this may sound strange at this point, but at that point I 
was also still a bit concerned about Mr. Hooke'ts health 
and -- but I think that) I wanted to find out what his 
reaction was. 

Q Would it be fair to say that your phone call in some respects 
and some of the things you said constituted an apology to 
Mr. Hooke for what had taken place? 

A Well, I must say this, that I was not happy about the whole 


situation. I must say this, that I don't think that anybody 
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(Cont. ) could be happy under the circumstances. It was 
one of those things that seemed to get out of control and, 
remember, my personal feelings for Mr. Hooke were very 
sympathetic, 

Yes, but not being happy about the situation you were 
somewhat upset about this matter, about what had 
transpired?

A This was a couple or three days later, and I had come to 
the -- I had thought that it was not going to be published.

who are guilty of misconduct sometimes feel impelled to talk 


about it. 
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Yes, I recollect this discussion that -- I think it was 
Mr. O*Dwyer who indicated that Mr. Hooke was about ready to 
talk now that this new case is coming up. My memory on 
this point is quite vague because I didn't really attach 
too much importance to it. However, I did point out a 
number of things, because I have had at all times tried to 
prevent people from launching themselves onto a course of 
action that --- I may have had more experience in than 

what they had. In this particular thing I made this 
observation not knowing -- in the context of not knowing 
what this so-called bribery charge was, and I didntt ask 
him what it was, and he didn't tell me. 

If Mr. O*Dwyer said that Mr. Hooke was going to confess, 
and you made a general observation on compulsions to confess, 
it is conceivable that Mr. Hume might have inferred that 
you were going along with Mr. O'Dwyer. Is this possible? 
Well, I think this is possible, yes, I Suppose that is 
possible. 

And, in fact, you did produce Mr. Hooke when requested to 
do so? 

Well, not in the context of what I understand now was 
being promoted.
